ORDER

4, An informal conference shall be convened by Commission Staff and
counsel for Combined Billing on October 27, 2000, at 10:00 a.m., Eastern Daylight
Time, in Hearing Room 1 of the Commission’s offices at 211 Sower Boulevard,
Frankfort, Kentucky.
